More likely you will tind him taking to ^ 
the woods to avoid serving. He will I 
plead busiai'ss cares, and many other 
excesses but no matter, select him and 
show him it is his duty to serve. Be 
careful and do not give the office to one 
who seeks it in order to secure the 
school for a relative or friend. Another 
consideration is, the County Boanl of 
Education is elected by these sub- trus- 
tees from among Iheir number and 
this board has large discretionary 
powers and the e xponditure of 
thoosanda of doHarseadi year. Per- 
haps just now your most important 
civic duty is to elect the right kind of 
sub-ti-ustee for the rural school. 

The above article from the Jessamine 
Journal applies to every county in the 
state and we heartily endorse every 
word of it.
